2 . Rest and sleep are imperative. 
One great benefit of a boarding 
school regime is that regular hours 
are insisted upon, more than in homes 
The tall child needs more than the 
short one; the thin child more than 
the fat one, the quick child more than 
the slow one. From ten years to 
fourteen, eleven hours is ideal for 
sleep. From fourteen to eighteen, at 
least nine hours.. And until maturity 
eight hours is not enough. 

3. Exercise—A good guide for ex¬ 
ercise is inclination. Normally young 
people ..(teyre activity. Competitive 
games should not be forced on anyone 
A disinclination may mean too active 
growth or it may be real physical in¬ 
sufficiency. No child Who hast had 
prolonged illnesses in rheumatism 
diptheria or scarlet fever should en¬ 
gage in strenuous games until his 
heart has been examined. Baseball 
is the least strenuous of competitive 
games. 

4. The only heavy rule about 
adolescent smoking, is that it becomes 
seriously injurious when it affects the 
appetite. Appetite is the God-given 
attribute that ensures all round 
growth. 

5. Posture—Too often orders for 
posture are given without reasons. 
But an explanation of why he should 
stand straight and hold his head up 
might be effective. A straight back 
bears weight more easily- A chest 
held high makes us expand the lungs 
at the bases. A flat hard abdomen is 
muscular and holds its organs in 
place and resists injury. Springy, 
patallel feet strengthen the feet and 
brings the weight where it should be 
-—on the great toe, the ball and the 
inner border of the heel.

ARROWWOOD NEWS 

One of largest land deals that has 
been negotiated in this district for 
some time was brought to a close 
through the land office of Lyle Bros, 
of Arrowwood, when Mr. L. H. Irwin 
farmer of this district, bought the 
900 acre farm of Mrs. E. M. Bulger 
of Bassano, at the price of $53,000. 
Based on the set price of $57.50 per 
acre. The exact amount of cash paid 
down on the place was not made pub 
lie but it is rumored that approxim¬ 
ately one-fourth of the total pur¬ 
chase paice together with certain 
other concessions making the down 
payment equal to one-third the total 
purchase price are the figures upon 
which the deal was carried through. 
The farm as a whole is considered to 
be a very valuable property, situated 
as it is within one mile from town 
and containing some of the best soil 
in the district free from waste-land 
except for one quarter cut by the 
Arrowwood Creek. 

Mr. Irwin is at present spending 
the winter in California and has re¬ 
cently undergone a serious illness 
but he will return to this district to 
revise his plans for larger farming 
operations as soon as his health will 
allow.

Turner Valley Oil Production 38,501 
Barrels in January. 

Total deliveries of oil of all kinds 
from Turner Valley Oil wells to the 
Imperial T Oil Refinery and ’'•Jtegal Oil 
Refinery during January amounted to 
38,501 barrels, according to the fig¬ 
ures released by tfie refineries Thurs¬ 
day, 

Of this total amount 36,907 barrels 
were delivered to the Imperial Refin¬ 
ery and 1,594 barrels to the Regal Re 
finery, says the Calgary Herald. 

January production shows a reduc¬ 
tion of 9,004 barrels, compared with 
the record month of December, when 
47,505 barrels were delivered to re¬ 
fineries .but the major portion of the I 
decrease is accountable to the frozen 
condition of Okalta No. 1 well which 
produced more than 11,000 barrels in 
December and a little more than 2,600 
barrels in January. 

Dalhousie No. 1 also showed, a re¬ 
duction of nearly 3,000 barrels last 
month compared with December. In 
January, Dalhousie No. 1 produced 
'2,555 barrels compared with 5,887 
barrels in December 

Offsetting these two decreases, Roy 
alite No 4 deliveri es j umped nearly 
2,000 barrels in January, production 
being 17,310 barrels, compared with 
15,564 barrels in December. Royal- 
ite No. 15 and No. 17 added produc¬ 
tion for the first time with 697 and 
780 barrels, respectively. Foothills 
No. 1 showed a small increase 'while 
Royaite No. 7 produced almost the 
same amount as during the previous 
month, Rovalite No. 1 produced 60 
barrels in January against nothing in 
December. 

Home No. 1 showed an increase, 
but it was largely offset by a similar 
reduction irf Home ^Jo. 2.

Actual Production 

I Actual production at the Spooner 

j wells in January was reported by the 
company as 1,352 barrels and McLeod 
Oil Company officials reported a to¬ 
tal production of 923 barrels, but in 
both cases, total production was not 
delivered to the refineries during last 
month. 

The Home No 1 well is producing 
on an average of 480 barrels each 
day. At this rate Home No. 1 well 
would produce 17,250 barrels of nap¬ 
tha and 480 barrels of crude for a 
30-day month, which is practically 
equivalent to the production from 
Royalite No. 4 in January. It is ex¬ 
pected that a second separator and 
pressure tanks to lessen evaporation 
will show further increases in produc¬ 
tion, although Mr. McLeod would 
make no official estimate of what this 
increase might be. Calculated on the 
basis of $4.25 per barrel for naptha, 
Home well No. 1 is producing naptha 
valued at more than $2,400 per day. 

Maeleod is to have its own airplape 
transportation and passenger service, 
according tO announcement. William 
Hoodless, town councillor and garage 
proprietor, is purchasing a plane to 
fiy between Maeleod and Calgary and 
other points of Southern Alberta. 
Maeleod will be the first town in Al¬ 
berta other than the big cities to be 
served by an airplane. 

REGENT OILS 

Frequent increases in the flow of 
gas and heads shooting gas and oil 
over the top of the derrick once or 
twice a day are reported from the 
Regent well by D. A. McDonald, pres 
ident of the Regent Oil Co. An addi¬ 
tional five feet of hole has been made 
making the total depth Saturday 
about 3,848 feet. A control head has 
been ordered. Until it is attached to 
the well, drilling will be carried on 
very slowly, Mr McDonald states. 
Fumes from the gas are making it 
very difficult for the men to work 
around the well A separator has 
been hooked up ready for production 
if struck. About 76 barrels of oil 
have been recovered in two days 
while the well has blown by heads.

The city of Camrose endorsed the 
sale of the waterworks and electric 
light and power municipal utilities to 
the Calgary Power Co. for $170,000. 
The Calgary Power will take posses¬ 
sion immediately. 

Additional truck licenses which may 
be graded as high as $100 in the 
case of the. heaviest freighters, will 
be imposed by the Alberta Govt, on 
trucks operating on the highways. 
Over in the U.S. some States charge 
as high as $700 for a yearly tax on 
big freighters. 

An Indiana newspaper complains: 
‘Instead of.making an honest effort to 
reduce taxes, our legislature “is seek¬ 
ing every means possible to tap new 
sources of revenue in order to spend 
more money.”' The habit appears to 
be prevalent. It is not confined to 
this country, apparently. 

Alberta dairying interests will be 
represented during the coming year 
on the- board of the National Dairy 
[ Council of Canada by tfie' J following 
I men who were chosen at the recent 
1 convention of the council, held in Van¬ 
couver; E. T. Love, “Edmonton; J. W. 
Carlyle, Calgary; Norman E. Clark, 
Didsbury; W. W. Prevey, Edmonton, 
and J. R. Love, Edmonton. 

Arrangements have been made to 
hold an agricultural short course at 
Manola on the Busby-Barrhead line 
on March 12, 13 and 14 under the di¬ 
rection of the Provincial Department 
of Agriculture. A number of lectures 
and demonstrations will be given on. 
cereal and forage crops, weed eradi¬ 
cation, live stock and .poultry,, power 
and farm machinery and soil man¬ 
agement. 

King George who travelled from 
Buckingham Palace to Craigwell 
House on February 8 after his long 
illnes was accorded sympathetic greet 
ings on the part of thousands of peo¬ 
ple who had gathered tc- -vitness his 
departure. He acknowledged the 
cheers by a smile and a wave of the 
hand. The king bore the journey 
fairly well and was not unduly fa¬ 
tigued. 

Mr. A. C. Wingate of Cayley un¬ 
loaded three pure bred Percheron 
mayes at Cayley today purchased 
from. A. G. Coutts, a percheron breed¬ 
er at Kitscoty, Alta. These three ani¬ 
mals have outstanding qualities and 
will make an ideal foundation jitock. 
In view of the popular demand for 
power farming Mr. Wingate shows 
considerable courage in pinning his 
faith'in the production of good horses 
at this juncture. 

An old time resident of the prov¬ 
ince and a valuable public servant in 
th e Person of F. G. F’orster died at 
his home in Edmonton on Wednesday 
after an illness of several weeks. Mr. ■ 
Forster was well known among the 
newspaper fraternity of the province 
having been at one time editor of the 
Medicine Hat News. He later occu¬ 
pied the position of Assistant Public¬ 
ity Commissioner for the Alberta 
Government and in recent years has 
been Supervisor of Licenses for the 
Liquor Control Board. 

One of the largest manufacturing 
plants in Alberta has changed hands 
with the purchase of the Medalta 
Potteries Limited of Medicine Hat by 
R. C. Carlile and O. C. Arnott of Cal¬ 
gary. The assets of the company in¬ 
clude valuable clay deposits in Alber¬ 
ta and Saskatchewan, the plant hav¬ 
ing capacity of over one carload of 
pottery per day. This plant, it is 
stated, produces some 75 per cent, of 
the pottery manufactured annually in 
Canada. 

The announcement that a large 
group of British capital has been in¬ 
terested in a project for utilizing the 
surplus gas in the Turfier Valley Oil 
and Gas field in Southern Alberta is 
conveyed in a telegram recently re¬ 
ceived by Premier Brownlee from 
Hon. Herbert Greenfield, representa¬ 
tive of the Alberta Government in 
Lindon. It is pointed out by the 
Premier that as a result of the activi¬ 
ties of Mr. Greenfield’s office, there 
has been in recent years a marked 
change in the attitude of British cap¬ 
italists towards investments in West¬ 
ern Canada. 

A VIRTUALEMBARGO 

C. O. Smith who has been in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., for some time represent¬ 
ing the Southam group of papers and 
who has an intimate view of the U.S. 
attitude to Canada says American 
producers are striving for a virtual 
embargo on Canadian imports. He 
urges Canada to employ all her re¬ 
sources of diplomacy against the 
threatened blow. Speaking at Mon¬ 
treal, Mr. Smith described the U: S. 
as being now in the throes of a high 
protection complex. They want 
more protection for all their own 
products and markets and they are 
going to get* it. The American pro¬ 
ducers’ hope was for a virtual embar¬ 
go on Canadian imports that now 
have a total value exceeding $150,000 
900 a year. Mr. Smith adds that 
Canada in case the embargo is placed 
should see to a reduction in the vol¬ 
ume of Canadian purchases of Ameri¬ 
can products in Canada more nearly 
to a parity with American purchases 
from Canada. As one answer to the 
declared American intention Canada 
can employ the resources of empire 
preferential tariffs and seek enlarge¬ 
ment of Canadian trade in more re¬ 
ceptive fields. 


While the remarkable inheritance ! 
that has fallen to F’red Percival, of 
Priddis, Alberta, Earl of Egmont, is 1 
fresh in the mind, a little information 
regarding this fortunate nobleman i 
contributed by one of his Priddis | 
neighbors, is not without interest. 

The family name, of the Earl of 
Egmont is Percival. He is of ancient 
lineage, the family having been prom j 
inent since Queen Elizabeth’s time. | 
One of the Percivals was .high in na- j 
val office at the .time of the Spanish 
Armada. He captured a Spanish i 
ship loaded with treasure. Naturally 
he was obliged'Ho share up with his ! 
thrifty Queen, but in recognition she 
created him an Earl, thus establish-1 
ing the title. 

Soon after this, one of family was 1 
sent to Ireland as Land Titles Con- j 
troller. He acquired a fine estate in 
Cork and rich holdings. There is a 
statute in Brussels erected to one of 
the original Egmonts—a military of-i 
fleer. 

Through the years the family en¬ 
countered the usual ' vicissitudes, 
emerging in 1811 with a Spencer Per¬ 
cival who was Prime Minister of Eng¬ 
land. ln 1811, Percival received a 
letter- from a member of the family, 
telling him, that through the medium 
of a vivid dream, warning had come 
that he was to be assassinated. The 
warning came true. He met his death 
shortly after. 

But the interesting element of this 
story is that the jftesent Earl, now at 
Priddis, has that warning letter in his 
possession—yellow and faded, with 
the years, but the same letter. 

This Prime Minister had twelve 
children—six sons and six daughters. 
One of the sons was the grandfather 
of the present Earl, F'red Percival. 

The Earl of Egmont, who recently 
died, was born in New Zealand. As 
a young fellow, he shipped before 
the mast. One day he found himself 
in Capetown, South .Africa, broke and 
discouraged. Here he joined the 
Capetown Mounted Rifles and later 
joined the Zulu police. He was serv¬ 
ing in Zululand when he received no¬ 
tice that he had fallen heir to an earl¬ 
dom. 

The adventurous strain is strong in 
this family scattered as it is to the 
four winds. 

When F’red Percival of Priddis, was 
a boy of eight, his father and n)other 
migrated to the States. Thcjy Jsettled 
first in Iowa, then in Missou|ri, finally 
pulling up stakes and Coming to Prid¬ 
dis, Alberta, twenty-eight yea/s ago. 
Here they have lived ever since. F’red 
Percival who was about 27 years of 
age on coming; to Alberta, was mar¬ 
ried sixteen years ago to a Miss 
Moore, of the FYiddis district. He 
has one son of fourteen years. His 
wife, father and mother,-have all died 
■during the last few years, leaving 
father and son to “batch it,” which 
they have been doing. 

The farm at Priddis consists of 500 
acres and the owner is very comfort¬ 
ably off without his earldom. Never¬ 
theless he has been anticipating the 
present stroke of fortune for some 
ten years. The Priddis place has 
been advertised for sale in the Cal¬ 
gary Herald for $22,000 cash. 

tfis neighbors are much of the opin 
ion that he has no intention of retain¬ 
ing any Alberta ties. He leaves for his 
ancestral home the end of the month. 
The son is a handsome youth, but nei¬ 
ther father nor son have any special 
educational advantages, and years of 
batching in the pioneer West, are 
strange preparation 'for the atmos¬ 
phere of baronial halls. 

There is an old prophecy in the 
family that the title will never des¬ 
cend from father to son. 

SECURE SEED OATS 

F’armers throughout the province 
are again being advised by the Pro¬ 
vincial Department of Agriculture to 
make the necessary provisions for 
the supply of seed oats which will be 
required for their 1929 crop. The 
germinating quality of oats in a 
number of districts has been found to 
be somewhat seriously affected by 
frost and in some cases this grain 
has been rendered quite unfit for 
seeding purposes. It is pointed out, 
however, that quantities of good seed 
oats are available, particularly in 
the Peace River country, and arrange 
ments are being made by many of 
the elevator companies to meet the 
requirements of farmers whose oats 
are unsuitable. Information as to 
the sources of a supply of good seed 
may be secured from the office of 
F'ieid Crops Commissioner W. J. 


The Alberta provincial treasurer is 
opposed to ear marking revenue from 
motor licenses and gasoline taxes for 
highway construction. There is no 
question about it, every cent derived 
in that way should he utilized for road 
work. 

Dr. H. M. Tory who occupied the 
positioq of president of the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta from its organization 
until last year has recently been ap¬ 
pointed president of the league of 
Nations Society of Canada, succeed¬ 
ing Sir George F’oster. 

A report tabled in the House of 
Commons at the beginning of the ses 
sion revealed the remarkable improve 
ment in C.N.R. finances since Sir 
Henry Thornton took charge of the 
system. FYorn deficits ranging up to 
over $ 8 ,000,(MM) in a single year, the, 
system, after nine years, has a total 
operating surplus of more than $ 102 ,- 
000,000 to its credit.

Nanton school has been awarded 
the Strathcona Trust Physical shield.

Alberta’s oil production will be ma¬ 
terially increased as the result of a 
strike made during the past week at 
Ijfome No. 1 well in the Turner Val¬ 
ley field. The heavy flow of \£et gas 
from the well is being connected with 
separators and the results of the first 
few days’ test indicate that the pro¬ 
duction of naptha from the Home 
well will-approximate that from the 
famous Royalite No. 4. 

V. E. Forster of Camrose was re¬ 
turned as president of the Alberta 
Fairs Association for the fourth year 
while Harold Huxley of Lloydminster 
enters on his eighth term as secretary 
treasurer following the unanimous 
decision of the 1929 convention held 
this week in Calgary. John Wilson 
of Innisfail was chosen to succeed 
Hugh Macintosh of Macleod as vice- 
president and the following directors 
were elected: E. W. Bjorkeland, Red 
Deer; J. F. Anderson, Lethbridge; 
Mrs. M. Mellis, Rimbe'y; W. E, Sutton 
Vermilion; Chas. Ball, Sedgewick; E. 
L. Richardson, Calgary and C. R. 
Stewart, Lamont. It was decided that 
the 1930 annual convention of the as¬ 
sociation will be held in Edmonton. 

Expansion of the plant, equipment 
| and activities of the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment Telephones will involve an ex¬ 
penditure of approximately $1,000,- 
j 000 before 1933, it is announced by 
j Hon. V. W. Smith, Minister of Rail¬ 
ways and Telephones. Included in 
I the proposed improvements i s a new 
; exchange, building in Calgary and the 
construction of new buildings at Han¬ 
na, Halkirk, Grand Prairie, St. Paul 
j de Metis and possibly one other point 
in the province. A new building is 
j also planned at Drumheller with a 
I complete automatic exchange and it 
is expected that automatic equipment 
I will also be installed in the Red Deer 
I building. 

Of the 695 miles of branch lines 
construction which is proposed by the 
Canadian National Railways during 
i the next three years 156 miles are in 
Alberta. The longest project in the 
province is 82 miles of new construc¬ 
tion to run south-easterly from Alli¬ 
ance to near Dobson on the Calgary- 
j Saskatoon line of the C.N:R. In ad- 
1 dition to serving a large area of good 
j agricultural land this branch will 
! considerably shorten the haul for 
grain'and other shipments to Edmon¬ 
ton. From this new line a branch 25 
miles in length will be - built in a 
north-easterly direction from Bul¬ 
wark. The building program in Al¬ 
berta also includes the extension of 
the Loverna line from its present 
terminus at Hemaruka to Scapa on 
the Hanna-Warden line, a distance of 
41 miles following the route origin¬ 
ally projected by the Grand Trunk 
Pacific.
